‘His decision was announced af- 
ter the Sequoia board voted to 
junk Lowe’s proposal to finance 


the permissive tax rate maximum, 
and adopted a resolution calling 
for submission of a $3,975,000 bond 
issue to the voters May 20. 

The bond issue was described as 
“more saleable” by Cost. 

‘NO. CHOICE’ 

‘Lowe’s complete statement read: 

“I will tender my resignation to 
the county superintendent of 
sthools (because) there is, in my 
opinion, no further. choice for me. 
My usefulness on this board has 
been reduced to the point that I 
do not feel it is worth while. 

“I am most appreciative of the 
opportunity to serve the people 
of this district during the past 
three years and I have given my 


best efforts in time and thought 
and action. 

“No doubt there have been 
times when some have disagreed 
with me. That is to be expected 
and will fail to happen only 
when nothing is done. 

“It would be difficult for me to 
believe that very many people 
have doubted my sincerity. Cer- 
tainly I have studied each problem 
carefully and have not been an 
example of indecision and weak- 
ness. 

“In spite of implications other- 
wise and a multiplicity of duties 
and obligations and community 
services I will pit my attendance 
record for the three-year period 
against that of any of the other 
members of the board. 

CALLED ‘UNETHICAL’ 

“Because I did the usual thing, 
when making my announcement 
not to run for the board in time 
for other possible candidates to 
consider it seriously, by making 
certain recommendations to the 
board and the general public — 
specified as my personal opinion 
—I was accused in (Friday’s) 
board meeting of being ‘unethical.’ 

“I should not care to serve on a 
public board where tactics of this 
kind are permitted. 

“It was an inspiration to me 
to serve with such fine men as 
Dr. Ferrall H. Moore and Ray 
Winther, and regardless of the 
fact that we have disagreed at 
times, I have always found Ro- 
bert J. Dell’Ergo to be a gentle- 
man. My life has been enriched 
by knowing him. 

“‘Any old port in a storm’ may 
be good enough for a sinking ship. 
Just ‘something’ that will appease 
a vocal minority, now increased 
by four, is not good enough for 
the present and future children of 
this district. 

“I am sure I shal} find ample 
outlets for my energies and de- 
sires to serve youth through re- 
newed efforts with the Boy Scouts, 
the Dads ’clubs, Little League and 
the Babe Ruth baseball league to 
name just a few. 

“IT sincerely hope Tormey will 
appoint someone in my place who 
will be willing to ‘join up’ with the 
remaining members of the board 
in ‘swinging down the lane’ with 
the small group which has been 
succéssful in establishing them- 
selves as leaders of a minority suf- 
ficiently powerful to control the 
great majority of voters who are 
so much in earnest. 

““Harmony’ must be had even 
at the price of the children’s 
needs. Or must it? 

“I could not close without ex- 
pressing my appreciation to the 
large citizens’ council whose 
program I supported right down 
to my final defeat. The final af- 
frontery to them distresses me. 

“Pride of a few vocal objection- 
ists has won a great battle. The 
future citizens—our children—are 
the losers.” 

Lowe, whose three-year term 
was to have expired this year, had 
announced two weeks ago that he 
did not intend to run to succeed | 
himself on the district board ol | 
trustees.

Gloom Thickens Over Highway Plan: 


8-Year Wait for Willow Link Predicted 
Even if Fast Work Gains State Action 


The state division of highways 
might not be able to budget funds 
for a Willow-Sandhill road link 
for some eight years, even if the 
connection were to be okayed as 
a part of the state highway system 
tomorrow. 

Further, it will take at least a 
year for the division to determine 
the route even if Menlo Park and 
Palo Alto officials come to an 
agreement. 

These facts. of the cross-Penin- 
sula traffic problem were high- 
lighted this week by State Assem- 
blyman Richard Dolwig (Rep.-Ath- 
erton), who told the Recorder that 
Assemblyman Clark Bradley of 
Palo Alto, co-author of a bill with

As of late Tuesday, Menlo Park 
had subscribed $11,263.91 toward 
its quota of $16,000 in the Mareh 
fund and membership drive of the 
American Red Cross. This repre- 
sents 70 per cent of the city’s quo- 
ta, as reported to the Recorder 
by John Breeden, chairman of the 
drive in Menlo for the Sequoia 
chapter of the Red Cross. 

The American Trust company 
of Menlo Park, of which Breeden 
is manager, is also the first busi- 
ness firm here to report 100 per 
cent employee membership in the 
drive. 

The residential solicitation, with 
Earl Jones as chairman, is account- 
able for 64 per cent of the total 
subscribed to date, Breeden said. 

With only a week to go within 
the limits established for the drive, 
Breeden urged workers to step-up 
the canvass so as to bring the drive 
to a successful conclusion by Ap- 
ril 1. 


City Parks 
Study Urged 


Next month marks the first an- 
niversary of the defeat of the ci- 
ty’s recreation bond issue, and dur- 
ing the twelvemonth since, two of 
the proposed park sites have be- 
come subdivisions.

Cobbledick urged that the city’s 
recreation department study the 
same state legislation which has 
made possible the Palo Alto de- 
velopment.

PLAN -DISCUSSIONS 

Meanwhile, the Palo Alto Cham- 
ber of Commerce board of direc- 
tors has decided to sponsor a ser- 
ies of meetings among represent- 
atives of all political subdivisions 
eoncerned, with an eye’ to- getting 
agreement on the proposed route. 
Substantially, Palo Alto and Menlo 
Park city councilmen have disa- 
greed on routing, each wanting 
the link to cross through the oth- 
er city. 

Dolwig told the Recorder, in a 
telephone conversation from Sa- 
cramento Tuesday, another pro- 
blem has interposed itself: The 
approval of Redwood City must be 
obtained if the Willow = Sandhill 
link 4s to be made a part of State 
Highway 107. This route is cur- 
rently through Redwood City, in- 
cluding Woodside road. 

This means, he said, that Red- 
wood City representatives, as 
well as those of Menlo Park, Pa- 
lo Alto, Stanford university, San 
Mateo county and Santa Clara 
county must agree on the thor- 
oughfare before the highway di- 
vision will approve it. 

Without such approval, the 
state route proposal is doomed, 
Dolwig said, in view of the tre- 
mendous number of highway bills 
before the legislature this session. 
NO ACTION YET 

State Senator Harry Parkman 
(Rep.-Woodside) told the Record- 

er this week, 

“There has been no action on 
Senate Bill 1937 routing of Willow- 
Sandhill road . . . There will pro- 
bably be no action unless the resi- 
dents of Menlo Park and Palo Al- 
{to come to an agreement as to the 
route the legislation seeks to ef- 
fect. 

Lynn Winterbotham,  secre- 
tary-manager of the Palo Alto 
Chamber of Commerce, pointed 
out that his group has sponsored 
meetings, at which the routing 
has been discussed, over the past 
two years, 

The Palo Alto C of C directors 
met last week to consider whether 
or not to alter their stand regard- 
| ing the highway routing, since the 
Palo Alto city council’s vacillation 
in supporting, first, a general pro-| 
posal for such a link and, later, a} 
proposal that the link be routed | 
only through Menlo Park. | 

The Menlo Park city council is | 
on record as supporting the state} 
link proposal and as being willing 
to leave specific route detaiis up 
to engineers of the state highway 
division.

Menlo Park Elementary School 
District trustees were yesterday 
being contacted with an eye to the 
ealling of a special meeting to 
take prompt action on Stanford 
university's offer to rent two build- 
ings in Stanford Village for use as 
temporary classrooms. 

Announcement that she was can- 
vassing members of her board 
came from Mrs. Phyllis Campbell, 
chairman, who said the school 
trustees may find it possible to 
take action within the next few 
days, thus eliminating the need 
for waiting until their next regu- 
lar meeting, April 11. 

Meanwhile, school trustees 
characterized the offer of the 
university as providing a “brea- 
thing space” which will allow 
them to plan more carefully for 
future buildings. 


‘Friendly SP’ 
Takes a Look 
At Depot Parking 


The friendly Southern Pacific 
may take a hand in helping solve 
Menlo Park’s commuter parking 
problem, it was indicated this 
week by City Councilman Vaile 
Andrus, and other interested 
groups are also seeking a_ solu- 
tion. 

Andrus reported to the council 
Tuesday night that the depot park- 
ing problem here is “now before 
the general manager” of the rail- 
road company, indicating it is un- 
der official scrutiny. Andrus has 
been exploring possible ways of 
using all of the Southern Pacific’s 
land in the depot area in the most 
efficient possible way. 

Meanwhile, councilmen also 
agreed to take under study a pro- 
posal by Fred Sammis, secretary- 
manager of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, asking that they explore 
the possibility of issuing coded 
‘eards which could: uc used to~ad- 
mit bona fide commuters to a re. 
gularly designated commuter 
parking area. 

The latter matter will be taken 
up at the council’s informal meet: 
ing next week.

The buildings will be selected | 
from among several apartment | 
structures in the southwest corner 
of the Village, near the City of 
Menlo Park recreation area. 
NEED SPACE 

“Stanford very much needs 
these buildings for student hous 
ing, but we consider the school 
district's need is even greater,” 
Stanford President Wallace Ster 
ling declared in announcing the 
offer. 

The lease would mean loss of 
16 one- and two-room apartments. 
It is anticipated the buildings 
could be remodelled to provide 10 
or more classrooms in time for the 
opening of school next fall. 

“We appreciate Stanford's in- 
terest and cooperation in helping 
us with our school room problem,” 
declared Mrs. Phyllis Campbell. 
school district board president. 
“We shall give the proposal seri- 
ous consideration,” 

Stanford leases the 85-acre Vil- 
lage from the federal government 
and would be sub-leasing to the 
school district. Should negotiations 
which have been in progress for 
many months result in sale of the 
property to Stanford, the Univers- 
ity hopes to eventually sell a 
school site to the district. 

In all probability, the site would 
include the two buildings now un- 
der consideration for lease. 


Las Lomitas 
Eyes School 
Unification Plan 


Las Lomitas School District 
citizens’—-council last Thursday 
night appointed a committee to 
study possible ways in which that 
area might participate in a redis- 
tricting, with possibility of a uni- 
fied high school-elementary school 
agency resulting. 

The study was initiated at a 
meeting which saw John_Jorgen- 
son, chairman of the citizens’ 
group since December, resign. He 
is moving out of the school dis- 
trict. 

George Nummy was elected tem- 
porary chairman to take his place. 

Members of the committee to 
study possible redistricting are 
John Worseley, Dennis Woodman, 
Mrs. Cornelia Smithh, Mrs. John 
Burton, Robert Rockwell and Mav- 
tha Merck. 

They are to study the tax, 
financial, legal, educational and 
political aspects of redistricting, 
according to committee mem- 
bers. 

Also to be studied will be the 
possibility of zoning modifications 
in the Las Lomitas area, such as 
could result in a broader tax base 
for the support of the area’s 
schools. 

Committee members agreed that 
Greersburg and Portola school 
be con 
tacted, with an eye to discussion 
of possible unification of the three 
elementary school agencies. 

Woodman, in discussing the fu- 
ture with fellow members of the 
council, said that, in his view, 
there are three possibilities facing 
the area: participation in a union 
district; joining in a unified dis- 
trict of some sort and preserva- 
tion of the status quo.

Bond Plan, 
Raps Board 


School District trustee Robin Hood 
Monday night indicated his sup- 
port of the distriet’s proposed bond 
issue but bluntly attacked the dis- 
trict’s trustees and administration 
as “lacking leadership.” 

His remarks were made at Mon- 
day’s meeting of School District 
Citizens’ Council and, in informal 
conversaiton after the meeting, he 
specifically named district Super- 
intendent Dr. Melville Homfeld 
as the “administrative staff,” who, 
he said, “swayed” the board. 

Homfeld has declined to com- 
ment on the charges. 

Hood prefaced his remarks by 
observing that he was impressed 
with the sincerity of all present; 
he said he ran for the school board 
after working on a citizens’ com- 
mittee three years ago. 

NOT ENOUGH FACTS 

Result of that, citizens’ commit- 
tee’s work was reduction of a 

school district-sponsored $850,000 
bond measure to $585,000, he said, 
indicating that at that time the 
district was not in possession of 
“sufficient facts.” 

“T van for the board at that 
time,” Hood said, “because I felt 
that the study was incomplete. 

“I submit that the trouble of 
the school district is not a mat- 
ter to be solved by the bond is- 
sue—which I favor—but has 
been a lack of leadership.” 

Hood said he could not speak 
out while a member of the board, 
because he was a minority mem- 
ber. 

Hood’s remarks were preceded 
by those of Jack Davis, treasurer 
of the citizens’ council, who issued 
a strong plea for united support 
of the bond issue. 

It was followed by a plea from 
John Merryman, chairman of the 
council, who said it would be a 
“terrible mistake” if voters were 
to confuse their feelings regard- 
ing the school board and adminis- 
tration with those toward the fi- 
nance measure. 

Hood, who served on 
school district board for 
years, resigned last summer 

Subsequently, Mrs. Lawrence 
Klein was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy caused by Hood’s resigna- 
tion, 

Trustees whose terms of office 
end this year are board chairman 
Mrs. Phyllis Campbell and Trustee 
James Black. 

Black has indicated he intends 
to file for xe-election; Mrs. Camp- 
bell has said she has not yet de- 
cided whether to run or not. 
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MP District Group Splits on Plan, 
Votes 25-7 for $398,000 Issue 


Menlo Park School District Cit- 
izens’ Council this week prepared 
to get its campaign in behalf of 
the proposed $398,000 bond issue 
into high gear, following endorse- 
ment of the plan Monday night. 

The council’s endorsement was 
not without debate, however, and 
at final count seven of the 32 coun- 
cil members present indicated 
they did not favor the bond issue, 
on the basis that the school dis- 
trict board of trustees’ move to 
start construction at a Stanford 
Village site, should one become 
available, differed from the citia 
ens’ group’s recommendations. 

Richard Barbour and Mrs. James 
R. Lee were named co-chairmen 
in charge of the campaign. Bar- 
bour is currently signing volun- 
teers to aid in various phases of 
the effort to return a strong “yes” 
vote for the bonds on May 20. 


OPENS DEBATE 

Debate on the bond issue was 
opened by William Felkner, short- 
ly afte rthe beginning of Monday 
night’s meeting. He moved that 
the council withhold endorsement 
of the bond issue, on the basis 
that it differed materially from 
the citizens’ council’s original re- 


His motion was attacked 
promptly by Gordon Weber, 
vice-chairman of the citizens’ 
group. Weber contended that, 
since the citizens’ committees’ 
recommendations were put for- 
ward, the possibility of obtain- 
ing a Stanford Village school 
site had become less remote; 
hence the district did not have 
to be content with resorting. to 
an education-diluting program 
of building more classrooms on 
Hillview and Encinal school 
sites. 

He pointed out that there would 
be no alternative “but to start all 
over again” if the bond measure 
should be defeated. 

Dr. Samuel Thurman joined We- 
ber, and added that, in his view, 


Encinal that put the pupil density 
over the recommended figure.” 

Mrs. Natalie Gross observed that 
both Hillview and Encinal pupil 
populations are well over the 600 
maximum recommended ‘by state 
authorities. 

Thurman returned to the atgu- 
ment to point out that the pre- 
sent bond issue only enables the 
district to buy a Stanford Village 
site, should it become available. 

He was seconded by Chester’ 

Himel, himself a member of the 

staff at Stanford Research: In- ° 

stitute, who observed that SRI 

is predicating a large’ propor- 
tion of its plans on the perman- 
ence of the present Menlo Park. 
site as a home. aay 

He added that SRI, like the 
school district, will be unable to 
purchase land in the Village if the 
price rises appreciably. re 

Harold Cross, chairman of: the 
Chamber of Commerce’s publii 
schools group, observed ‘that: the 
district has been compared with 
Palo Alto schools, which are gen- 
erally kept below 600 pupils in 
size, 


CITES REDWOOD CITY. ’ 
He pointed out that in Redwood 
City School District, eight out of 
14 schools haye a greater pupil 
density than Menlo Park's maxi- 
mum (Encinal school, with-81.pu- 
pils per acre), and two schools: in 
that city have densities of more 
than 200 children per acre. 
Dr. Russell Kent countered 
that the district’s voters are 
faced with a decision as to. what 
kind of schools they ultimately. 
want—those observing a maxi-- 
mum, minimum or’ indifferent 
standard of excellence. =

the recommendations put forth 
by the school board were, in spir- 
it, the same-as those of-the citiz- 
ens’ council and the Chamber -of 
Commerce’s committee on public 
education. 

Mrs. Janet Tuffli observed that 
addition of more classrooms at 
Hillview and Encinal schools 
would “further dilute the balance 
of education” available at Menlo 
Park’s schools. 

VILLAGE SITE 

Lyle Cook, former vice-chairman 
of the citizens’ council and now a 
lay member, pointed out that if 
the price of Stanford Village ris- 
es appreciably, the district will be 
unable to purchase. land there 
and will have to reassess its pro- 
gram. 

He observed that, as far as he 
has been able to learn from either 
school district or Stanford univer- 
sity authorities, land in the Vil- 
lage will not be available before 
May 20, and the district should 
be in a position to purchase it if 
it becomes available after that 
date. 

Discussing adequacy of the Vil- 
lage site, V. M. Babowal com- 


mented: 
“According to state formulas, 
five acres constitutes a basic 


school site for 100 pupils, and an 
acre should be added for every 
additional hundred pupils. This 
means the (7-acre) Stanford Vil- 
lage site will be able to accommo- 
date only 200 pupils (sic).” 

“A school there will be sub- 
standard the day it opens.

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‘New Regional Resources’: 
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33 Percent Growth in Year Cited in 1954 
Annual Report of Stanford Research Here 


An average growth of 33 per 
cent in revenue, staff and physical 
plant during the last year is indi- 
cated in Stanford Research Insti- 
tute’s 1954 annual report released 
this week. 

Applied research as a resource 
of the West is stressed in the re- 
port’s introduction by Dr. J. FE. 
Hobson, director of the institute. 

Dr. Hobson points out, “The In- 
stitute’s founders have succeeded 
in creating a new western’ re- 
source. By bringing to the West a 
wide range of scientific capabili- 
ties and business experience which 
have been useful to many clients 
and which have already influenced 
the economic vigor of the whole 
western region, the Institute has 
functioned as a new resourse of 
human and technological skills.” 

The report makes no mention 
of whether or not the Institute 
will remain in Menlo Park — a 
subject now being decided as 
Stanford university trustees 
weigh whether or not to pur- 
chase the Village area. 

But figures given in the report 
give some indication of the import- 
ance of SRI as a factor in the 
community. 


Some 478 research clients used 
the Institute’s services: 297 pro- 
jects were for private business, 128 
for government and 53 were spon- 
sored by SRI as a public service. 

At the year’s end contract re- 
search was being conducted at an 
annual rate of $8% million. The 
total revenue for 1954 was $7,570,- 
000, or some $2 million greater 
than in 1953.

The Institute expanded its re- 
gional services with the establish- 
ment of offices at Portland, Ore., 
and Honolulu, Hawaii. 

International research activi- 

ties represented $605,205, or 8 

per cent, of the Institute’s total 

revenue during the year. 

The report includes a “life his- 
tory” of a typical research pro- 
gram from inception to conclusion 
to show how a need develops into 
a research project and then to sat- 
isfactory completion. 

PUBLIC SERVICE 

Projects in the public interest 
on which work was done during 
last year cover a wide range. They 
include a study of industrial water 
resources in California; research 
1 on human engineering in industry; 
analysis of gamma radiation of 
chemical polymers, and a survey 
of industrial land use in the Port- 
land area. 

A major project for the Ap- 
ache Indians on the San Carlos 
reservation in Arizona was fi- 
nanced in part by the Indians 
but for the most part by the In- 
stitute. The tribal council asked 
SRI to study the reservation’s 
resources and make recommend. 
ations for their full utilization. 

As a public service the Institute 
maintains the only national indus- 
trial depository of unclassified 
atomic energy documents west of 
the Mississippi. By arrangement 
with the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, SRI makes the library avail: 
able to educational and industrial 
interests in the 11 westernestates, 
Alaska and Hawaii. 

The report describes 21 separ- 
ate projects representative of re- 
search conducted in the physical 
sciences, engineering and econom- 
ics during 1954.

The Recorder files for 25 years ago this week — as you will 
see if you look at the regular feature elsewhere on this page — 
reveal that at least two of our present-day local problems are 
nothing new. 

Last week and this week we have been receiving “letters to 
the editor” regarding destruction of trees in the area, and protests 
over removal of the venerable giants along Sandhill road have 
made news recently. 

Twenty-five years ago, too, trees were coming down to clear 
the path of “progress.” At that time, from the tone of the news 
article, the loss of the trees apparently was outweighed by joy 
over the prospect of more adequate highways. Then, too, as now, 
traffic congestion evidently was a headache. 

‘The oaks of Menlo Park always have been one of its greatest 
assets, We are told that Lord Vancouver rode through this area’ 
in the early days of white settlement and reported in his diary that 
the party traversed a beautiful plain, studded with majestic oaks, 
which reminded him of the royal hunting parks in England. 

(In passing, we can't overlook a dig at our neighbors by 
pointing out that Vancouver further told of leaving this lovely 
"plain, then crossing a creek with steep banks and continuing 
southward through a noxious swamp that mired the entire 
- party. Guess where that was?) j 

The gnarled old trees of this region long have been our 
trade mark. Once destroyed, they cannot be replaced; it takes 
| many generations to grow such beauty. Efforts such as the city’s 
tree-planting program, worthwhile as they are, merely dilute the 
appearance ,of our native and natural oaks with numbers of 
“foreign” but faster-growing trees. 

» “As the oaks come out for “progress” one by one, and as we 
replace them here and there with such beautiful, but unnatural 
| specimens as magnolias or (shudder) palms, we are gradually 
| approaching the day when we will have lost to our community the 
Jast’specimens of our own, traditional oak. 

It behooves us to give serious thought to the planting of young 
oaks wherever we can so that future generations can enjoy at 
least a sample of that beauty we so freely destroy. 

And by all means, we must do everything possible to save 
every one of the giants that we can. 

We admit the difficulty of preserving those that get in the 
way of arterial highway links — such as the widening of El Camino 
25 years ago. But where they stand on building sites or parking 
lots or in the way of residential-area streets, Spare That Tree! 
In most cases, the extra effort and expense will prove more than 
justified in beauty preserved — and in higher property values.

Now, with the fuss that’s been kicked up, state engineers are 
perfectly aware of the bear trap they would be stepping into, and 
they have enough troubles of their own without voluntarily seek- 
ing new ones. 

It would probably be cight years before the road were built 
im-any case, Dolwig continues. So now we go back to where we 
were before; everyone fully aware of the need for the road. but 
without much hope for doing anything about it in the next 10-15- 
20 years! 

The Palo Alto Chamber of Commerce proudly announces it 
is calling a new series of mectings to discuss the route. Hurray 
except that there is nothing new about it. 


These discussions have been going on for at least six years to 
our knowledge, and, so far as we can see, have brought no two 
of the five or six jurisdictions involved to agreement. 

There are only two sides to a creek, and the only way you 
can compromise between them is to swim up the middle, Maybe 
we could all agree to put the creek in a culvert and drive 
the top? 

In the meantime, before any plan can be brought to realiza-

Special 
Census 
Pays Off : Ss

The city council has voted to 
have another special census taken 
of/Menlo Park's population. This 
“as been a profitable enterprise 
in the past, as Menlo Park’s share 
of state gasoline tax and motor ve- 
hicle license fees has thereby 
been increased. 

Our first special census was 
taken in June, 1945, and gave us 
a total of 4182 inhabitants, an in- 
crease of 28 per cent over the 
1940 regular census total of 
3258. 

Then we took a census in April, 
1946, just 10 months later, and our 
population had risen to 7180, up 
72 per cent in the period. During 
this 10 months Dibble hospital had 
been annexed, and accounted for 
a substantial part of the increase. 

No more special censuses were 
taken prior to the regular decen- 
nial census in 1950, at which time 
oar population, which included 
then the Belle Haven and Subur- 
ban park annexations, almost dou- 
bled at 13,587. In 1951 the Wil- 
lows, formerly known as North 
Palo Alto, came into the city. In 
1953 the council determined upon 
another special census, which was 
taken in February. ° 

Population then was found 
to be 22,003, or 62 per cent over 
the population found in 1950. 
It also represented a population 
almost seven times that of 1940 
and 10 times that of 1930. 

Since the 1953 census there have 
been no important annexations, 
but almost 750 dwelling units have 
been constructed in our city since 
that date. This means an increase 
of something close to 2400 per- 
sons, using an average of 3.2 to the 
dwelling unit, our 1953 census av- 
erage. This figure may vary some- 
what because of fluctuations in 
Stanford Village and the Veterans 
hospital. 

The cost of the 1955 special cen- 
sus, which’ must be taken by the 
Federal government if it is to be 
valid. for apportionment purposes, 
is placed at about $3500. If the es- 
timate of population increase of 
2400 is correct, it will mean an in- 
crease of state tax apportionments 
of about $18,000 per annum, so it 
should be well worthwhile. 

One-half of the motor vehicle 
license fees and five-eighths of 
one cent of the gasoline tax are 
allocated: to cities by the state. 
The money is divided among the 
ciites in proportion to the ratio 
of each city’s population ac- 
cording to the last Federal cen- 
sus to the total city population 
of the state. 

On the basis of a population of 
22.003, Menlo Park last year re- 
ceived $65,259 from the gasoline 
tax, and $101,625 from motor :ve- 
hicle license fees, a total of $166,- 
884, or $7.58 per capita. As our 
entire property tax of 73 cents per 
$100 produced only $173,245, it is 
obvious how important these state 
subventions are to our city, and 
how important are these special 
censuses.

The files of the Menlo Park | 
Recerder reveal that, 25 years | 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community:

EMERGENCY RADIO 


Editor, the Recorder: 

I read your article in last week’s Recorder, 
about CONELRAD Radio Stations. I have a 
little radio that can be put together with things 
found around the house and I thought your 
readers would be interested in knowing how 
they might make one of these receivers in case 
an emergency left them without their radio. 
This radio will work almost like a crystal radio. 
Following is a list of parts that will be needed: 

1. Cardboard cylinder from roll of tissue 

paper. 

. Safty razor blade. 

. Large safety pin. 

. Thin copper wire. 

Four thumb tacks. 

Pencil. 

. Nails, three. 

. One piece of wood—like the end of orange 
crate. 

9. Head phones (can be purchased for $1.20). 

First: 

Secure wire to one end of roll leaving about 
2” over end. Wind wire around roll about 120 
times, making sure the wires don’t overlap. 
Secure the other end of the wire to roll 
leaving 2” over this end. Next, secure the roll 
of wire to the board with two thumb tacks. 

Drive the two nails in the board about an 
inch from each end of the roll. Connect both the 
wires coming from the roll to the two nails. 

On the other end of the board attach the 
razor blade with two tacks,.one on each side of 
the razor blade. 

Run another wire from the nail on the other 
side of the roll and connect it to one head-phone 
wire. 

Take a big safety pin and twist the head, 14 
turn, then bend if up and away from the point. 
Attach the safety pin to the board by putting a 
nail through the hole in the head of pin. Make 
sure that the point of the pin is about 14” above 
the razor blade. 

Get a piece of pencil lead about %” long and 
glue it to the point end of the safety pin so the 
lead will touch the razov blade. Next run a 
wire from the head of the safety pin and attach 
it to the other headphone wire. Pound all the 
nails and tacks into the board. 

We are now ready to test our set by moving 
the lead end of the pin slowly across the razor 
blade until a station is heard. Since all stations 
will be off the air in case of an emergency, the 
set will pick the CONELRAD broadcast.

In February ‘54 the voters of SUHSD, un- 
willing to compound the progressive extrava- 
gance which had marked the suecessive build- 
ing of Menlo-Atherton and Carlmont High 
Schools, refused to sanction the $3,200,000 bond 
proposal for a fourth high school on a previously 
peauived site at Woodside and Alameda. This, 
like Menlo-Atherton and Carlmont, was to be 
1500-student capacity; but, unlike the others, it 
was to be built for eventual expansion to 2000 
by the addition of class-rooms only, the expan:

sion to cost $1230 per student. The school was 
to cost $3,000,000: i. e. $2000 per student. M-A 
at that time had cost $2,424,546.37; a spectator 
type gymnasium and pool (Bldg. T), subsequent- 
ly completed, cost $421,273.50. The aggregate, 
for 1500 students, is now $2,845,819.87: $1897.21 


per student. The expansion by 500 to 2000 
capacity, now nearing completion, is costing 


$204,329.47, or $408.66 per student. M-A at 2000 
will have cost $3,050,149.34, or $1525.08 per 
student. Carlmont, despite the experience on 
M-A, with double-sized corridors and inexcusable 
costs in using a poorly-chosen site, was complet- 
ed in one splurge, at a stated cost of $2500 per 
student, or $3,750,000. 


To expand Carlmont’s capacity to 2000, as 
has been lately proposed, at the rate of the cur- 
rent expansion to M-A (viz. $408.66 per student; 
as compared to the $1230 of Feb. °54, or the 
$622.50 of Sept. 54), would cost only $204,329.47; 
or, allowing for “difficulties of site,” the $240,000 
previously estimated for the identical M-A ex- 
pansion. Sequoia, with its 40 acres, could easily 
support a 500 expansion, at the lower figure. To 
install two Industrial Arts shops at both M-A 
and Carlmont, as advocated, would give an addi- 
tional student station capacity of 300 at each. 
Each I.A. room would cost, at the Sept. ’54 esti- 
mate, $121,000 equipped; a total of $484,000. 
This non-appropriated expansion providing 1600 
more student capacity should cost not to exceed 
$950,000, bringing the SUHSD_ high-school-stu- 
dent capacity up to 7100; or, by the provision of 
700 extra leckers, an actual enrollment of 7800 
could be accommodated, since the Average Daily 
Attendance is but 90% of the enrollment—thus 
760 of the 7100 student stations (seats) would 
be unused daily. Actually, the last available 
Plant Utilization Report, Mar. 1954, for Sequoia, 
shows for the then enrollment and utilization 
of its 78 class-rooms for seven periods of the 
day, 139 room-periods unused daily out of 546— 
three over a fourth. Of the seat use in the first 
third of these rooms, of the 5779 student stations 
available therein in the day of seven periods, 
2976 were assigned or used; 2803 were not. Part 
uf this is due to the fact that for the bulk of 
the students but four hours daily of class-room 
work is required or provided. During the war 
Sequoia had an enrollment of close to 3000. 


The reiative merits and validity of the two 
conflicting reports on projected student enroll- 
ment for the next five years, available since 
1952 but only invoked for the last two bond 
proposals, will be discussed in a subsequent 
communication. Accepting the most realistic 
wne, the proposals in the preceeding paragraphs 
will meet the need to include the school-year 
68-59 without addition-high-schools and their 
high non-teacher overhead for administration 
and operation. The further high-school program 
need will be discussed on the basis of the recent 
hysteria sparked by “Fact, Figures and Conse- 
quences” which were but biased projections, as- 
sumptions, and plain mis-statements.

Legally refused in the elections of December 
54 and March ’55, the Sequoia District’s high 
school expansion project with its implementing 
bond proposal for $6,250,000 was based on an 
alleged student capacity need of 9453 by the 
Fall of 1958. This was stated as a fact in the 
so-called “Facts, Figures and Consequences” 
brochure covertly sponsored by Sequoia Citi- 
zens’ Council for Public Schools, or rather by 
the twenty members who, on 15 Sept. ’54, repudi- 
ated the considered action of the executive com- 
mittee within the preceding week by voting for 
the recommendation to the Board of Trustees, 
SUHSD, resulting in that body’s action three 
days later initiating the $6,250,000 program. 


The critical 9453 figure was a projection 
culled from the two-year-old study by Drs. Mac- 
Connel and Kent of Stanford School of Educa- 
tion at the behest of the Trustees, SUHSD, and 
best supporting their pretensions. This pro- 
jected enrollment in the District's high schools 
by the Fall. of ’58 was arrived at by adding 
on arbitrary 6%  inerease annually for four 
years to eachvef the four grades throughout th 
District which will have moved into its higit 
schools by ‘Fall of ’58. The more realistic report 
and projection of Wise Associates, Specialists 
in City Planning and Urban Economics, equally 
contemporary and available, was considered but 
disregarded by the study committee. Actually, 
by that committee’s own report, the actual high 
school enrollments for 1952-53 and ’53254 had 
been more validly anticipated by Wise than by 


_MacConhell-Kent. Both authorities accepted the 


experience of past several years showing that the 
Belmont-San Carlos end of the District was 
static as to enrollment progression increases. 
The increases were anticipated in the south 
end of the District. 

Using the same figure for the north area for 
both projections, MacC-K projection of SUHSD 
high school enrollment, Fall of 58, is 9455; the 
Wise projection is 7412; for Fall of 61: Mac-K, 
13993; Wise, 9054. 

The feasibility of providing an enrollment 
capacity of 7800 by expansion of the three exist- 
ing high schools alone, within a minimum period 
and at a foreseeable cost of under a million 
dollars, was established in the communication 
of 19 March. Accepting the eventual need of 
the fourth high school to meet the ’61-62 poten- 
tial or probability, it is pertinent to review 
the recommendation on 10 Sept. °54 of the 
Executive Committee, SCC for PS, referred to 
in the first paragraph, and the then authentic 
architect’s estimate for the “average quality, 
800-student capacity high school, master planned 
with basic facilities making it expandable up “to 
2000-capacity by the addition of class-rooms 
only, as needed.” The overall estimate for this 
school was $2,019,947. For $450,000, at current 
construction rate (the M-A expansion) the 800 
capacity could be increased by 1000 for a new 
aggregate of 9600. 

This plant, according to the Wise Associates, 
should be on the Woodside-Alameda site, serv- 
ing the area of present and potential greatest 
growth. Incidentally the East Palo Alto area 
lately under consideration was the last recom- 
mended for new high school service, from the 
point of potential need, and projected plant. 

The entire expansion suggested above could 
be completed for $3,500,000 conservatively, or 
well within the newly adopted bonding project 
of the SUHSD Board: and on a scale tolerable to 
our economy, our needs, our liabilities.

RENO AREA

Difficulties did arise, however, 
when the boat builders put the fi- 
berglass covering on the outside 
of the boat. The directions were 
pretty general at this point and 
troubles had to be reckoned with 
and overcome. 

LIKE YARDAGE 

It seems that the fiberglass came 
just like yardage and had to be 
cut out and then fitted on the 
boad and secured with resin. Work 
had to be done very quickly, oth- 
erwise the resin hardened imme- 
diately and with the wrong effect. 
A too heavy application of resin 
left Gene the job of sanding the 
ripples it caused, for instance. 

Still, the project was completed 
and the boat had a lovely appear- 
ance. White paint was omitted. 
because the Kennedys like the 
beautiful appearance of the maho- 
gany plywood from which the boat 
is built. 

Ruth says that her main job was 
to keep the children out of the 
garage while the building was go- 
ing on and — more especially — 
when it wasn’t. Very proud of 
their Daddy’s accomplishment, the 
young Kennedys loved to show it 
to all their neighborhood chums. 
TOP DECKS 

The top decks were finished 
with redwood stain and a kind of 
“pepper and salt” colored plastic 
paint finished the inside of the 
boat. Seat cushions of kapok dou- 
ble as life preservers when arms 
are slipped through special tabs 
on the sides. 

Having their own boat won’t en- 
tirely eliminate trips to waterless 


areas, however. 
The Kennedys have visited 
Death Valley several times and 


hope to make fhe trip again—per- 
haps at Easter time when all the 
desert wild flowers are out, An- 
other favorite camping spot is at 
“Hell’s Half Acre” near Strawber- 
{ry lake and Pinecrest in the Sier- 
ra Nevada range. 

SUMMER MOTTO 

For all of their trips during the 
summer while the children are 
out of school the motto is, “Where 
we go, they go.” This must be mod- 
ified during the winter. 

All in all, the Kennedys have 
‘found that their camping trips 
‘and excursions with the children 
have added greatly to their enjoy- 
ment of life. 

Ruth does admit that she was 
hesitant to get into the spirit of it 
all at first. Her training as a grad- 
uate nurse gave her strong scru- 
ples about living in the wilds with- 
out many conveniences. Now, how- 
ever, she loves it as much as the 
rest of the family.
